‘an  Art  found  out  by  fome  perfon,  which  might  be  Infinitely  Advantageous  to  the 
Rublich^  and  is  known  to  be  Demonfratively  True  in  it  felf^  and  ( though  the 
Secrets  thereof  are  yet  undifcovered)  many  are  arijen  up  Pretenders  to  it^  who 
fjarply  Contend  to  Enjoy  to  Themfelves  the  Exercife  ofitj  whether  they  underfland 
it  or  not^  carrying  the  Noife  through  feveral  Nations^  and  Troubling  the  World 
about  it ,  Few  perfons  are  fo  extraordinarily  Employed^  but  will  probably  fpare 
fome  of  their  lAinutes  to  be  fatisfied  in  the  Truth  of  this  matter  5  to  be  able  to 
judge  whofe  the  Right  /r,  and  who  do  theWVrong^  that  the  Right  Per  fan  may  be 
Encouraged  chearfuUy  to  proceed^  and  the  Wrong  be  refrained  wholly  from  med¬ 
dling,  They  may  be  known^  both  the  one  and  the  other^  by  their  Proofs  and  pafa 
aUions  :  It  is  too  well  underflood  that  Mr,  Fitz-Gerald,  withfak  Partners^  had 
long  ago  Obflru&ed  Mr,  Walcot’j  Letters  Patents  granted  for  his  Art  of  mahjng 
Sea-water  Frefl^  Clear  and  Wholefame^  by  procuring  a  Patent  for  themfelves^  and 
had  taken  great  Freedom  (fthe  Prefs  to  Prejudice  W.  W.  And  the  two  lafl  Sejji- 
ens  of  Parliament  fet  themfelves  to  oppofe  the  Paffang  of  his  Bill^  and  brought  in 
their  flate  of  the  Cafe  ( as  they  termed  it  j  to  the  Committee  of  the  Lords  ^  March 
1692,  (  which  k  placed  Entire  on  the  next  following  fide,  )  This  for ceth  a  Ne- 
cejjtty  of  giving  an  account  of  the  Truths  and  to  unravel  the  whole  matter^  which 
they  would  on  purpofe  make  peirplexed^  and  unintelligible.  They  ever  fince  their firfl 
appearing  to  Contend^  have  incejfantly  bufied  themfelves  in  SoUiciting  Great  Perfb- 
nages  to  maintain  their  Interefl  again fW,W,  And  if  by  their  Specious  Pretences 
they  have  fo  far  Prevailed  with  any  as  to  give  them  Countenance,,  W.  W.  is  apt  to 
believe,  that  thofa  Honourable  Perfons  they  have  prefumed  to  Apply  to^  when  rightly 
informed  of  the  very  Truth  of  the  Cafe  between  Him  and  Them,  and  their  Manner 
of  Dealing,  will  foon  withdraw  their  Favour,  and  leave  them  to  themfelves.  But  if 
Mr,  Fitz-Gerald  with  hk  Partners  can  jliU  fucceed  in  f  reventing  W,  W.  to  ob¬ 
tain  an  Ad  of  Parliament,  the  Benefit  of  the  Artwillbe  Loll  to  the  Nation,  which 
k  obvious  in  the  fubfequent  Narrative,  It  k  not  intended  to  anticipate  the  Minds 
of  any  Perfons,  but  to  open  the  Matter  gradually,  only  as  Mr.  Fitz  Gerald 
the  Occafion,  that  thereby  4  true  Judgment  may  be  made,  by  any  Ferfon,  on  the 
Whole.

In^  Charles  the  Second,  about  fixteen  years  fince.  Grant¬ 
ed  to  the  (M  Mn  Walcof,  a  Patent  for  making 
frejh,  with  a  particular  Claufe,  That  he  ftiould  put  the 

fame  in  Execution  within  feven  years,  or  form 
liis  Patent  Ihould  be  voidj  and  with  this  farther  Condition,  That 
if  at  time  hereafter  it  Ihookl  appear  to  be  inconvenient  or 
prciiidiciai  to  His  Majefty  s  Subjetfts ,  and  made  fo  m  app^ 
to  fix  of  the  Privy  Councel,  it  fhould  for  that  reafon  be  void , 
and  his  Patent  toon  after  to  be  Cancelled  5  His  Majefty  fooa 
after  this  Grant,  was  lovkcd  by  Mr,  Waicot^  to  fee  the  Opera¬ 
tion  of  his  Engine  and  Invention,  which  was  of  too  great  Di- 
menfion,  and  fo  extreamly'hct,  and  fox  other  Caufes  then 
pearing,  it  was  not  found  Praificable  at  Sea,  and  about  iix 
years  after  the  faid  Grant  to  Mr.  Walm,  Mr.  Fitz^GeraU,  upon 
the  Encouragement  of  the  late  Mr.  ©^/,  made  a  Difcovcrv  of 
a  new,  cafie  and  praaicable  way  of  making  Salt  Water  Frejh 
and  Wholfome  at  and  Land.^  having  obtained  great  CrC' 
die  among  Sea  men,  Pliyficians  and  others  •,  the  king  Granted 
a  Patent  to  Mr.  Fitzfierald  and  others  s  to  oppofe  which,  Mr. 
WalcQt  entered  a  Caveat,  and  atter  full  hearing  by  the  Coun¬ 
cil  learned  on  both  tides,  the  Patent  of  Waicot  was  laid  afidc, 
and  a  Patent  granted  to  Us  the  faid  Patentees,  which  hath  been 
fmee  put  in  pradfice  both  by  Sea  and  Land,  to  the  fatisfadkion 
of  all  Perfons  who  have  not  been  influenced  by  their  particu¬ 
lar  Interefts.  ' 

There  being  a  Bill  brought  in  by  the  faid  lAtWsilcot,  todeftroy 

the  Right  of  our  Patent,  in  which  there  are  about  five  years 

unexpirecl*  , ,  ...  - 

Ic  is  therefore  Humbly  Prayed  the  faid  Bill  may  not  pals,  to 

the  prejudice  of  the  faid  Letters  Patents  of  Mr.  FitzfieraU 

and  his  Partners,  the  faid  Mr.  Waicot  having  confented  to  an 

Agreement  under  them,  as  wili  be  ready  to  be  produced. 

If  Mr  Waicot  can  obtain  an  Ad  of  Parliament  in  prejudice  of  *is 

Patent,  which  feems  unrcafonable,  it  is  hoped  it  will  be  with  a 

faving’to  Mr.  FitZrGeraU-s  Patent,  that  of  Mr.  Walcois  being 

expired  as  to  time,  and  vacated  by  his  own  Confent,  as  will 

appear  on  the  Hearing.

Med  the  Houfe  of  Commons,  and  was  Carried  to  the  Lords  for  their 
T  ’  inti tU led, A6t,  for  mal^ng  Sea-rvater  Frefh,  Clear ^  and  whole- 

Jome,  and  cneir  LordUiips  in  the  Committee  had  alfo  Pafledit,  and  was  by  Mr  Fit- 
Gerald  and  his  Partners  Petition  Recommitted,  as  will  be  (hewn  more  at  large  •  Mr  Fit^ 
gave  in  a  Paper  Printed,  Entituled,  The  State  of  jhe  Cafe  concerning  the  Patenu 
vvhich  was  theSubftanceofwhat  his  Councel  vehemently  urged ;  wherein  the  True 
Cafe  between  Them,  and  Mr.  was  wholly  Mifreprefented  5  wherefore  now'  the 
Buhnefsis  to  inquire  into  it,  by  every  Part  thereof  feverally  as  it  falls  in,  as  well  the 
Title,  (which  ought  not  to  be  paired  by  without  fomeCenfure)  as  His  State  of  the  Cafe  - 
and  what  the  Tiuth  is,  ilisll  be  laid  open.  Both  the  Title  and  Cafe  areall  along  Diftin- 
guilhed  from  the  Anfwer  by  a  Line  Intervening,  and  fo  may  be  Read  apart  from  the

Void,  On  a  Condition  they  never  Performed,

teat  was  Being,  he  calls  The  Patent,  )  is  fuppofed  to  be  void  in  Law 

z.  HtXQ  M.x.Fitx.Gcraldi%  pleafed  to  Leave  out  the  Karnes  of  fome 
that  were  the  Patentees,  and  to  bring  in  an  Honourable  Perfoa  to  Ad¬ 
vance  and  make  gre^  his  Title  of  the  Cafe,  vs  ho  was  not  one  in  their 
latent  5  fo  that  the  Cafe  concerning  the  Patent  ftands  not  between  Mr 
Walcot,  and  the  hjd  Falkland,  for  the  Firft  Patent  was  Granted  to  Mr 
ffalcot  fokly,  and  the  other  to  Mr.  Fitz-Gerald,  and  other  Pretenders* 
mat  call  themielves  the  Patentees,  who  were  five,  viz.  Robert  Fitz-Gerald 
Theophilm  Oglethorp  William  Bridgman,  Patrick  Tramt,  and  Thomas  Afaulel 
Efquires-  ^  And  Articles  of  agreement  were  propofed  to  w.  w.  in  the 
Names  or  thefefive  only,  and  no  other.  Thefefive  Perfons  drew  in 
others  of  great  Power  and  Intereft,  (perhaps  to  give  great  Summs  of 
Money )  to  be  of  their  Party,  or  to  be  admitted  to  Shares  under  them'* 
whom  Mr.  would  ingage  to  Employ  their  whole  Interefts 

againftMr.  Walcot:  Who  have  no  Reafon,  if  they  are  come  in  under  a 
bad  Title,  and  have  made  but  ill  Bargains  with  his  Adverfaries,  whofe 
5kij!  hatn  faded  chenr,  and  their  Money  is  loft;  to  oppofe  his  Right 
Neither  can  they  have  any  juft  Hopes  or  PolTibility  ever  to  Reftore 
themfelvK  that  way ;  Wherefore  fome  Perfons  concerned  who  are 
Partners  in  the  Profits  of  Mr.  Fitz.^Gerald\  Skill,  have  fince  acknowledg- 
ed  they  have  been  extreamly  difappointed  in  their  Expedation,  and 
have  (hewn  that  they  have  given  off  their  liopes  of  Succefs  therein  ; 
and  have  withdrawn  themfelves  from  that  Intereft.

5.  Here  begins  Mr.  Fitz.-Geralds  and  the  Patentees  State  of  the  Cafe, 
as  he  Reprefencs  it.  It  appears,  he  was  very  Carelefs  in  giving  in  the 
Compute  of  the  Time  of  theGrant  to  Mr.  feeing  he  undertook  to 
do  it  incheFirft  Piacc,  which  is  much  miftaken  in  his  Calculation ; 
It  being  really  in  OElohr  \6']y  Yet  herein  he  doth  acknowledge  that 
bV.  pv.  had  his  Patent  granted  many  Years  before  they  had  ever  pretend¬ 
ed  to  the  Invention. 

4.  And  it  is  Remarkable,  that  he  Ihould  now  in  the  next  place, 
be  fo  Particular  in  puting  down  the  exadt  time  Limited,  when  it 
appears  by  the  very  Patent,  there  is  nofuchCUufe,  fo  that  it  is  only 
their  Pleafure  to  aflert  it. 

y  Here  they  fpeak  of  a  General  Provifo,  which  W.  pf.'s  Councel  told 
the  Committee,  is  in  all  Intents,  and  is  not  to  be  doubted  but  is  in 
theirs  as  well  as  in  this ;  a*  if  their  Patent  had  been  of  force,  would 
have  been  the  bane  of  it,  and  undoubtedly  have  deftroyed  it,  whenever 
it  fliould  have  been  brought  to  the  Teft,  either  before  the  Council  or 
otherwhere  •  The  words  of  the  Provifo,  they  fpeak  of,  are  :  Provided 

always t  and  thefe  our  Letters  Patents,  are  and  [hall  be  HpoH  this  Condition ;  that 

if  at  any  time  during  the  faid  ‘Term - It  [hall  be  made  appear  to  m,  our  Heirs 

or  Succejfors,  or  any  fix  or  more  of  Our  or  Their  Privy  Councel,  That  this  our 
Grant  is  contrary  to  Law,  or  prejudicial  or  inconvenient  to  our  SubjeLls  vn  gene¬ 
ral  3  oT  that  the  faid  Invention  is  not  a  new  Invention,  as  to  the  Publick  %Jfe 
and  Exercife  thereof  within  our  Dominions,  where  the  fame  fhak  be  ufitd,  praSli- 

fed,  or  exercifed,  then,  Scc - But  it  was  not  made  appear  to  his  Ma- 

jerfy  and  his  Council  at  the  hearing  before  them,  that  fF,  tv.  his  In¬ 
vention  was  not  new  (which  Mr.  Fitz,  G.  and  his  Partners  by  their  Coun¬ 
cel  labour’d  to  prove,  tho  it  was  againft  themfelves )  neither  could  they 
make  i,c.  appear,  that  this  his  Majeftys  Grant  to  tv.  tv,  was  any  way  contra- 
ry  to  Law,  or  prejudicial,  or  inconvenient  to  his  Majefiys  SubjeBs  in  general, 
or  to  any  of  them ;  but  only  was  apprehended  inconvenient  to  Mr.  Eitx,  G, 
and  his  Partners,  they  having  wrongfully  obtain’d  a  Patent,  which  by. 
reafon  of  this  former  Grant  to  w.  W.  could  not  take  place.  His  Ma- 
jerty  at  the  hearing  in  Council,  vindicated  W.  W.  his  Art,  from  all  th5 
afperfions  they  would  have  call  upon  it,  owned  and  juftified  thofe  ex¬ 
traordinary  Claufes  in  his  Patent  that  were  not  in  theirs,  thofe  being 
then  read  in  his  prefence  :  And  declared  that  he  highly  approved  of  tv, 
his  Water,  which  he  had-feen  hirn  prepare  and  perfedl  •,  and  that  on  his 
own  knowledge  W.  W.  had  attained  to  the  true  Art,  but  gave  no  fuch 
teftimony  what  his  Opponents  could  do. 

6.  W.  IV.  would  not  prefume  to  invite  his  Majefty ;  but  his  Majefty 
mecily  upon  his  own  inclination  came  and  law  W.  IV.’s  Experiment. 

Here  is  by  Mr-  Fitz.  G.  a  particular  care  taken  to  give  People  to  under- 
ftand,  that  it  was  after  the  Grant  to  IV.  W.  of  his  Majefties  Letters  Pa¬ 
tents  that  his  Majelly  came  to  fee  his  Operation,  to  the  intent  that  whac 
Objedions  his  Majefty  made  when  he  came,  might  ftick  and  expofe  his 
Art  to  contempt  *,  whereas  it  is  manifeft,  that  his  Majefties  feeing  the 
Operation,  was  not  after,  but  before  the  Grant  of  his  Letters  Patents  to 
him ;  which  appears  by  the  Judgment  that  his  Majefty  in  his  Grant  gave 
of  it ,  in  declaring  Some  Evident  Demonstrations  whereof ,  we  have  feen 
to  onr  great  fatisfaSlion,  and  do  believe,  which  CCUld  not  have  been 

I  faid  or  infer  ted  if  he  had  not  fir  ft  feen  it- 

7-  It  having  been  already  made  manifeft,  that  his  Majefties  feeing 
W,  W\,  Operation  was  before,  not  after  (as  is  fo  confidently  affirmed  ) 
his  Patent  was  granted.  It  cannot  but  be  neceflarily  concluded  from 
I  thence,  that  his  Majefty  was  fully  convinced  and  fatisfied,  in  whatever 
Objedions  his  Majefty  could  make,  before  he  would  grant  his  Letters 
I  Patents,  and  commanded  to  be  inferted  fuch  extraordinary  Claufes  as 
j  before  mentioned.  But  yet  however,  a  further  account  (hall  be  given; 

1  His  Majefty  had  good  reafon  to  enquire,  and  might  well  fiiy  as  much  as

all  this,  and  yet  it  might  be  no  way  to  W,  PVh  difadvantage :  For  His  ' 
Majefty  at  his  firft  tafting  of  ir.  w:%  Water,  which  was  above  a  year  be¬ 
fore  he  came  to  fee  the  Expeiimenr,  liked  it  fo  well,  that  it  w 'as  his 
pleafure  to  fay,  he  could  without  further  proof  declare  it  to  be  undoubt¬ 
edly  good ;  and  ordered  him  to  improve  his  Experiment  by  further 
tryals,  till  he  (hould  bring  it  to  a  praaical  ufe  and  a  perfed  Art,  fand 
to  inform  him  from  time  to  time  how  he  proceeded.)  When  his  Majefty 
had  Received  an  Account  that  this  was  done,  he  fignified  his  Pleafur^ 
waste  fee  the  Experiment  himfelf.  At  that  time  by  reafon'of  the 
hafte,  that  was  neceflary  to  have  all  things  as  Coon  as  might  be  in  a 
Readinefs  to  fatisfy  his  Majefly  ,  fV.  W.  befpake  to  be  made  (having 
found  that  Copper  would  Injure  the  Water )  a  Small  Light  Iron  Fur¬ 
nace,  or  Kettle,  not  much  differing  from  fuch  as  are  made  for  ordina¬ 
ry  ufes:  fhe  defpairing  to  have  any  moulded  at  firft,  w  ithout  his  continual 
attendance,  agreeable  to  any  of  his  models)  fuch  an  one  he  gave  order  for, 
that  might  be  hit  on  without  any  hazard,  toferveonly  for  this  occaficn! 
that  his  Majefty  might  not  be  difappointed  ^  but  this  Furnace  proved  to  be 
caft  oflarger  dimenfions,  and  far  more  thick  chan  was  direded  ;  befides 
that  it  was  unfound :  And  to  have  another  moulded  more  fuitable  to  the 
purpofe, required  a  long  delay.  Wherefore  W.  W.  was  obliged  on  neceflity 
to  fhew  with  this  what  could  be  done,  which  w'as  placed  within  the 
Partition  of  a  Cellar  :  whither  his  Majefty  came  attended  by  the 
late  Lord  Rochefter,  and  by  feveral  now  Living,  and  prefently  made 
thefe  very  material  Objedions-  One  was,  that  the  Fire  would  not 
befafe  in  that  manner,  but  be  too  hot  for  a  Ship  to  endure-,  befides 
the  cumberfomenefs  of  the  Furnace  as  it  then  flood,  could  not  do  w’ell 
in  a  ShiD.  Whereupon  w.  w,  Anfwered,  that  no  provifion  was  made 
there,  for  fecurity  from  danger  of  Fire,  it  being  in  a  Cellar,  but  in  a 
Ship  provifion  fhould  be  made  accordingly  againft  Danger  of  Fire  \ 
that  what  was  here  done^  was  Intended  only  to  fatisfy  his  Majefty  in 
the  goodnefs  of  the  Water,  and  that  great  Quantities  might  be  Com- 
pleated  in  a  fhorc  time.  He  not  having  the  Opportunity  (  fince  he 
Expeded  his  Majefty,  and  not  knowing  how  foon  His  Majefty  might 
come)  to  get  Things  made  ready  to  be  ufed  there,  which  might  be 
proper  for  Sea  Service  -,  and  that  neither  that  furnace,  nor  any  of 
thofe  Materials  there  placed,  were  Intended  for  a  Ship,  but  far  more 
Compleat,  more  Commodious ;  and  efpecially  fitted  for  the  Purpofe 
And  another  Objedion  that  his  Majefty  made,  was,  that  there  was 
a  Joint  which  could  not  bear  the  motion  of  a  Ship  at  Sea  5  to  which 
W.w,  anfwered,  thashe  had  contrived  his  Furnaces  each  of  them  to  be 
moulded  all  of  a  piece,  that  where  that  Joint  was  ftiould  be  none.  And 
that  he  would  Endeavour  to  have  fuch  made,  as  foon  as  he  could  have 
leifire,  and  find  fit  Iron,  and 'able  Work- men  to  do  them  5  which  w'as 
after  done,  and  His  Majefty  had  an  account  thereof. 

By  the  means  of  w'hat  His  Majefty  there  faw  done,  and  his  Enquiries 
and  Objedions  being  Anfwered,  His  Majefty  was  fo  well  Catisfied  in  all 
refpeds,  having  fome  of  the  Water  that  he  faw  compleated,  brought  to 
M^hite-hall  to  be  kept,  that  thereupon  he  granted  his  Letters  Patents,  de¬ 
claring  therein,  as  before- mentioned. 

His  Majefty  declared  likewife,  that  when  He  could  hear  that  W. 
Inftruments  were  fixed  in  a  Ship,  he  would  come  to  fee  them,  and  then 
would  give  what  Diredions  he  ftiould  think  fir.  So  that  His  Ma- 
jefty's  asking  Queftions  was  not  upon  any  Diflike,  but  that  He 
would  be  further  informed  in  the  matter,  and  ftiewed  that  his  mind 
was  intent  upon  it,  that  He  was  well  pleafed  with  what  He  had  feen,  and 
chat  his  defires  were  to  advance  the  fuccefs  of  fo  excellent  an  Art. 

Now  this  Argument  that  Mr.  Fitz,  G,  puts  fuch  a  Strefs  upon,  might  be 
retorted  upon  himfelf,  if  his  Argument  were  worth  any  thing  ;  That  he- 
canfei  his  Engine  and  Invention  at  Hull  (  or  former  1)  elfewherc  at  Land,  rvhllji

If  he  means  by  practicable,  generally,  ccnftantly  praCti  fed,  there  feeins 
but  little  fign  of  thar,VIr,  FitTj-Gerald  iiimfclf  Iptaks  modthly  in  this  =>  he 
told  the  Committee  of  the  Houfe  of  Commons,  that  he  was  thcufands  of 
pounds  out  of  Pnrfe yet  did  he  plead  thic  Bill  ought  not  to  pafs 

for  this  reafon,  becaufe  Mr.  Walcot  never  got  any  thing  by  his  Art,  vvlien 
Mr.  Fitz.  Gerald  himfelfis  the  perfon  that  hath  chiefly  made  it  his  bufinefs

When  his  Lordibipcame 
to  underfiand  ariglitly  the  Affair,  he  w^as  diffatisfied  in  their  Proceedings, 
and  hath  (ince  given  W.  W.  good  afiiirance  in  his  life  time,  that  he  would 
not  countenance  their  Incerefi  againfi  him  ;  and  others  have  done  the 
like.  And  lie  hopes  that  none  ( whatever  iheir  concerns  are)  will,to  op- 
pofe  him,  maintain  a  wterg. 

1^.  Many  Tryals  were  made  at  Sea,  bur  by  the  feeing  the  proof  of 
them,  they  w'erc  leftcfi  and  their  Skill  fo  much  Rejected,  or  to  ufe  their 
own  Term,  laid  ajide,  as  it  is.  It  was  made  appear  by  many  Witneffes 
before  the  Committee,  that  the  Perfons  who  had  dealt  w  ith  them,  and 
bought  fiieir  Inftruments,  and  were  at  the  Charge  of  Fixing  them  to  put 
them  in  Practice ,  lofi  their  Money,  being  wholly  deceived  in  their 
Expedfacion.  At  the  famie  fitting  of  the  Committee,  wfien  their  Work 
and  the  Practice  of  it  cam.e  into  qutftion,  Mr-Pirt-ty.  applyed  himfelf 
to  Sir  M  A.  Member  of  the  Committee  there  prefent,  Telling  Him 
chat  He  had  Bought  of  their  Engines,  and  asked  Him  to  give  His  Ac¬ 
count  to  the  Committee  of  their  Working  ;  This  being  urged  feveral 
Times  without  Notice  taken,  at  lafi  was  Anfw'efed  thus,  or  to  this 
Effedb.  Ido  wonder  Mr.  Fitz,'Gerald,  That  you (hould  Choofe  to  Ask 
me  to  Give  an  Account,  for  I  doubt  I  fliall  fay  little  to  your  Satisfadli- 
on.  I  bought  feveral  of  your  Engines  which  coff  me  Pounds, 

and  fee  them  to  work  all  at  my  own  Charge,  but  my  Money  was  all 

Throwm  awj^y - and  more  to  that  Purpofe.  This  Difappointment 

made  the  Committee  very  fenfible  of  their  Skill,  and  to  Obferve  how 
they  had  managed  their  Affairs* 

htSheernefs  Mr.  Fitz  Gerald  and  hisFauntrs,  had  puc  up  their  En¬ 
gine,  wdiich  worked  there  for  fonie  time,  for  which  it  hath  been  faid, 
they  Received  from  the  Tower  large  Sums  of  Money,  having  puc  the 
Crown  to  very  Great  Expences. 

But  after  their  Water  had  been  mmeh  Experienced  there,  the  Work 
was  Difeontinueci,  and  hath  been  left  off  ever  fince,  it  being  now'  fince 
it  had  been  their  cariyed  on  many  years,  what  the  Lord  Dartmcmhhds 
Judgment  and  Account  giving  of  it  was ,  may  be  feen  by  the  following

Dr.  M.  upon  Examination  before  the  Committee,  gave  an  account 
that  he  went  with  Dr.Ftelding  to  Lothbury y  at  die  end  of  Bartholomew^ 
Lane,  onpurpole  to  try  Mr.  Fit^-Ger ala's  Water  prepared  there,  and 
they  found  it  to  be  of  an  ill  tafteand  fmell,  fiery,  harfti  and  corroding, 
and  not  wholefome  for  the  Body  of  Man. 

And  it  is  now  well  known,  that  their  Work  and  Engine  at  the 
Garrifon  at  Hully  the  only  place  perhaps  where  thtn  it  was  fuflfered 
to  be,  which  they  made  mch  Oftencation  of  in  the  Seflion  of  Parli- 
ment  i6p2.  was  then  found  fault  with,  and  (bon  after  openly  dis¬ 
liked,  and  run  into  the  contempt  of  many,  where  they  have  put 
Their  Majefties  to  great  Charge,  which  tliere  was  little  occafion  for ; 
when  better  Water  might  be  had  not  far  from  the  place,  or  by  em¬ 
ploying  the  True  Inventor. 

They  ftiflyinfifted  Cat  the  Committees)  on  their  Work  there,  to 
prevent  the  palling  of  PF.  his  Bill,  as  an  Argument  that  they 
would  foon  after  themlelves  highly  Advance  the  Pradice  of  the  Inven¬ 
tion,  and  the  Publick  Benefit,  but  the  whole  Year  after  in  169;. 
they  had  done  nothing  further  worth  the  taking  notice  of,  which 
feems,  when  this  Matter  is  confidered,  a  Rcafon  fufficieht  of  it  (elf, 
that  they  fiiould  be  no  longer  hearkened  unto. 

And  now  when  their  Work  hath  been  (b  often  rejeded  at  Sea,  and 
(bmetimes  on  Land,  rather  then  give  it  utterly  offj  they  again  at¬ 
tempt  to  fet  up  their  Work  at  Land,  infuch  places  where  they  may 
be  paid  by  Their  Majefties’  for  their  Engines,  and  the  Work  be  done 
at  Their  Majefties  Charge.  Prelently  after  the  Seflion  of  Parliament 
in  the  Year  idpa.  wherein  TV.  TV.  had  his  Bill  palled  the  Houle  of 
,  Commons,  and  the  Committee  of  the  Lords ;  an  Order  came  from 
the  Council  .*  That  the  Invention  of  making  Sea- water  frefti  and 
wholeibme,('z;i^.  Two  Engines  for  the  fame,)  (hould  be  fet  up  at  the 
Ifles  of  Jerjey  and  GurnefeyyXiXs  Order  Mr.  Fitz^G.  and  his  Partners  got 
into  their  Hands  and  brought  to  the  Tower y  and  \Qt  it  He  dormant, 
negleding  to  proceed  upon  it  about  a  Year,from  1 6 pz.  till  March  1693 
when  VV.  VV.  brought  in  his  Bill  again.to  the  Houle  of  Lords,  and 
was  read ;  but  then  they  move  to  get  an  Order  from  the  Board  of 
Ordnance  upon  the  Order  of  Council  to  th^  end,  that  they 
might  make  a  prefent  advantage,  they  receiving  400/.  Ad¬ 
vance  Money,  and  that  by  the  Pretence  and  Reputation  of  being 
imploved,  and  up  held  in  Their  Majefties  Service,  they  may  for  the 
future"ptevent  TV.

Patentees  each  of  them  fuch  a  part  out  of  the  profits  of  his  Patent, 
as  the  Writing  had  mentioned,  as  may  appear  by  thofe  Articles', 
which  Articles  were  by  them  reje<5led.  By  the  tendering  of  thofe 
Articles  VF,  VF»  hath  reafbn  to  believe  he  had  difeharged  himfelf 
from  the  Writings  they  having  had  the  Effs^s  of  it ;  and  that  he 
was  no  way  obliged  further,  when  they  had  rejeded  fuch  Articles 
as  were  drav/n  by  Eminent  Counfel  upon  confideration  of  the  Wri¬ 
ting,  conformable  thereunto* 

But  fbon  after  the  Writing  was  made,  and  before  Mr.  Fitz,'GeraId 
had  brought  in  his  intended  Articles,  an  Advertifement  was  putir  to 
the  Gazette,  that  Robert  Fitz,  Gerald  Efquire,  and  fbme  otlier  Gentle¬ 
men  had  found  out  the  Art  of  Reducing  Salt  Water  of  the  Sea  into 
perfed  and  wholefbme  Frefh  Water,  &c.  without  FF.  VF.  his 
Name  or  Conlent.  Mr:  Fitz,- Gerald  and  the  other  Patentees  on 
their  part,  notorioufly  brake  this  their  Agreement  fas  they  call  it  ) 
by  their  ading  feperately  from  VF.  FV.  in  carrying  on  their  Defign 
without  him  ;  in  applying  to  the  Phyficians  for  their  Hands  with¬ 
out -him;  or  acquainting  him  with  it  by  publilhirig  a  Book  to  ad¬ 
vance  themfelves  and  to  obftrud  him  >  wherein  Mr.  Fitz,- Gerald  un¬ 
dertakes  to  give  an  Account  who  the  Gentlemen  concerned  were^ 
C  wherein  there  is  no  mention  of  VF.  FF,  at  all )  who  do  intend  to 
agree  with  all  fuch  as  are  willing  to  deal  with  them,  &c.  and  other- 
wife  by  their  further  oppofing  him  from  time  to  time. 

And  they  alfo  brake  this  r&ir  Agreement,  by  their  taking  out  their 
Patent  June  1683.  Which  Vatent  (as  that  Writing  exprejjed)  is  now 
PaJJing  the  Great  Seal  of  England,  but  fiofd  there  by  a  Cazjeat  entered  by 
the  faid MrF’^sXzot  (which  Bill,  after  the  Writing  was  fubferibed,  was 
alfo  flopped  by  themfolves  by  force,  they  (aid,  of  that  Agreement) 
fo  by  getting  out  their  Patent,  they  put  Things  in  another  Conditi¬ 
on  and  Plight,  than  they  were  in  at  the  time  of  the  making  of  the 
Writing  ;  whereas  to  have  all  things  kept  in  the  fame  condition  as 
they  were  then  in,  was  the  chief  Caufe  and  Confideration  of  W.  W> 
his  yielding  thereunto,  as  is  manifeft  by  the  Preamble  :  And  therein 
they  impugned  his  Right  and  the  Title  by  his  Patent  ('as  fince  they 
have  done  before  His  Majefty  and  his  Council)  which  was  Paramount, 
and  the  Foundation,  on  which  this  Writing  did  depend,  and  an 
effential  Part ,  which  according  to  the  Writing  they  ought  to  have 
Acquiefoed  in. 

And  C on  the  of  O&ober,  in  the  fame  Year  1685.J  by  their 
procuring  his  Patent  to  be  vacared(it  being  the  Title  which  by  that  A- 
greemenc,  they  were  neceffarily  to  come  under,)  they  did  not  only 
break  this  their  Agreement,  but  abfolutcly  put  an  end  to  it,  wholly 
deftroying  it  in  the  Foundation  ;  by  making  thereby  their  Agree¬ 
ment  utterly  impoffibleto  be  performed;  becaiile  as  was  faid  before^ 
when  this  Writing  was  made,  they  could  no  otherwifo  derive 
any  Title  to  the  Profits,  but  by  W.  W,  his  Patent  ;  as  appears  by  the 
Writing,  and  the  time  it  was  made  ;  and  alfo  becaufe  IF,  fF  his  Pa¬ 
tent  was  an  effential  Part  of  it.  And  the  Vacating  of  the  Patent 
muft  neceflarily  determine  any  fiida  Agreement  which  related  there' 
to,  and  wholly  depended  thereon.  So  that  by  the  very  Order  that 
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W.  W.  bu  Talent  ]hmU  be  made  void-,  and  that  the  Jgmment  jlmld  be 
Performed  :  The  Agreement  (according  to  the  tame  Agreement^  was 

made  void  and  deltroyed.  ,  it  i  t  .. 

The  Order  for  V  acating  of  his  Patent,  they  had  brought  about  and 
effeaed  in  Council,  by  their  having  mifinfornied  His  Maiefty  and 
His  Council  concerning  the  Writing;  by  rendering  it  to  the  Coiwcil 
in  a  Senft  quite  otherwHe  than  the  True  &nle  that  was  manifeltly 
ifitended  therein,  or  what  it  could  poffibly  bear  (as  by  the  other 
Contents  may  be  feen)  to  be  the  Meaning  :  altering  and  pervernng 
theSenfe,  and  not  only  wrefting  the  Senfe,  but  the  very  Words  too 
out  of  their  Places,  by  their  mif  eprefentinphe  Matter  in  evalive 
Words,  varying  from  the  Writing,  inibmuch  that  His  Majefiys  Older 
by  their  means,  was  made  upon  a  wrong  Ground  ,  as  will  appear 
bvthe  Recital  of  that  part  of  the  Writing  that  is  in  the  Order,  if 
compared,  it  palpably  differing  from,  if  not  direaiy  coritrary  to  the 
Writing.  And  the  next  Words  following  in  the  Order  are,  H/i 
Majeththcark  ft  the  [aid  Agreement  JImtd  he  f  erf  armed  ;  and  fo  the 
latrir  partof  the  Order  after  the  Recital,  by  their  means  runs  all 
along  upon  wrong  Suppofitions.  And»'.  IP.  his  Patent  was  declared, 
Ihoald  he  made  mid,  as  being  munvemem  to  Hts  Majeftj  s  SuhjsSs,  that 
theirs  might  take  place  upon  their  pretending  to  the  fame  Invention, 

According  to  the  Account  they  gave  of  the  Words  oj the  Wri- 
ting,  they  were  thefe  as  recited  in  the  Order  The  fad  Mr.  Wal- 
cot  it  to  he  allowed  a  fixth  Tart  ef  the  clear  Troftsanfmg  hj  the  Frail, ce 
of  the  faid  Art,  after  all  Charge,  and  Expence,  ahont  the  fame  ^11  he 

deduBed - Let  us  fee  how  Mr.  Ktz-Grr«W  makes  this  out.  To  be 

allowed  by  whom?  is>  A/r.  Fitz-Gerald  W  bis  Partnm.  Out  of 
what  ?  Out  of  the  clear  Profits  ariftng  by  the  Pradiice  of  ikfr.  Fitz-Geraldi 
Jrt.  Bur  Mr.  FitzG.  and  his  Partners  could  not  allow  any  thing  la 
arifing  from  the  Practice  of  their  Art,  for  they  had  not  any  Right, 
as  firlt  Inventor,  nor  had,  when  the  Writing  was  made,  a  Patent, 
nor  had  then  the  Art,  as  they  have  fince  given  full  Evidence,  that 
they  never  had»  Why  then  if  Mr*  Fitz.  G.  hath  no  Right  as  In¬ 
ventor,  nor  gotten  the  Art  himfelf ;  he  can  however  allow  to 
Mr;  Wakot  a  fixth  Part  of  the  clear  Profits  arifing  out  of  the  Pro¬ 
fits  of  Uv.WakoPs,  own  Art,  Mr.  Pitz  G.  relerving  the  other  five 

Parts  of  Mr.^.  his  Art  to  himfelf  and  his  Partners - But  befides 

that  Mr.  Fitz  G.  hath  no  Right  to  W,  fV,  his  Art,  he  doth  not 
know  his  Art,  and  then  how  can  he  allow  to  bF,  W,  clear  Pro¬ 
fits  arifing  by  the  Praaice  of  the  Art,  he  did  not  underltand  him¬ 
felf  ?  Mr.  Fitz  G.  hath  obtained  his  own  Patent  to  pals  the  Seal, 
notwithftanding  the  Caveat,  and  the  Writing  made  to  prevent  it, 
and  bath  procured  m  JT.  his  Patent  to  be  vacated,  and  will  bring 
him  to  comply,  and  to  inftrua  him  in  his  Art,  and  if  TF,  will 
not,  with  the  King’s  Order  he  will  ibree  him.  But  Mr.  Fttz  G.  was 
fiirewdly  miftaken  in  this,  the  King  would  never  Order  that  W.  TV. 
(hould  be  forced  to  impart  to  Mr.  Fitz  G.  his  Secrets,  and  to  teach 
him' his  Art,  who  His  Maiefty  knew  had  fo  difficultly  attained  to  it, 
by  his  awn  Charge  and  Induftry,  and  Pericdiedit  by  HisMajefty’s 
Special  Command;  and  thm  when  TF.  TF.  his  Patent  was  ordered  to 
be  Vacated,  JV.TF.  could  not  himfelf  Proceed,  andlo  Mr,  Fitz  G, 
could  have  no  Profits  that  way,  nor  any  thing  to  fettle  or  difpofe 
of  arifing  from-  the  Praaice  of  the  Aft  in  fany  manner.  Yet 
though  no  fuch  thing  was  mentioned  in  the  Order,  Mr.  Fitz  G. 

(however  hoped  therewith  to  affright  him  into  a  Dilcovery  of  the 
Secrets  of  his  Art  to  him.  .

What  TF.W.  had 
periormed;  which  if  His  Majehy  had  known,  ’tisnotto  be  imma- 
gined  that  he  ever  would  have  condelcended  to  fuch  an  Order: 
But  jvir.  and  his  Partners  iucceeded  herein,  by  rcafon  that 

Ir.  had  not  inlfrucibed  his  Counlel  in  any  thing  concerning  the 
afoiementioned  Writing,  fince  it  could  not  be  expected,  that  they 
would  have,  before  His  Majchy  and  Hjs  Council,  infilled  on  that 
which  IV.fK  had  lodifcharged  himjelf  of^and  they  had  departed  from 
long  before,  and  had  aefted  fo  contrary  thereunto^  See  pag.  13. 
■Nieither  did  they  mention  it,  till  they  found  that  not  any  thing 
they  had  alleadged,  could  avail  them  }  when  His  Majeliy  himfelf 
had  defended  PK  W.  his  Cauie,  and  had  anlWered  their  Ob- 
j'eAions. 

appears  that  befides  a  wrong  Account  given  concerning  the 
Writing,  upon  which  the  Order  was  made,  it  was  granted  alfo 
upon  the  Prefumption,  that  Mr.  Fitz,  G.  and  his  Partners  had  gained 
the  True  Art,  elle  it  could  not  poflibly  have  been  yielded  unto  ; 
which  proving  otherwife,  His  Majehy  was  in  that  refpe^a  alfo  de¬ 
ceived  ill  His  Grant,  • 

Yet,  notwkhlfanding  all  this.  His  Majeliy  declared  at  that  time 
in  Council,  that  his  Inclinations  then  were  to  Grant  again  to  W. 
Solely  His  Letters  Patents,  for  Fourteen  Years,  if  he  had  Power  to  do 
ir.  Then  being  put  in  mind  that  he  had  newly  granted  to  Mr.  Fitz» 
G.  and  his  Partners  a  Patent  j  His  Majeliy  prelently  intended  that 

IV.  ihould  enjoy  the  Benefit  of  Fourteen  Years  from  thence, 
which  was  the  Reafon  tliat  Prevailed  with  His  Majeliy  to  yield 
to  that  Order.  But  they  contrary  to  His  Mijefty’s  Gracious  Incen- 
cions  and  Royal  Pleafure,  by  that  means  would  cake  Advantage  to 
thruli  him  out  of  all. 

The  Words  of  the  Order  which  they  thus  obtained  are - That

Majeslfs  Subjects,  and  the  Petitioners  are  by  their  Inf  rument  to  fettle 
a  fixth  Part  upon  the  [aid  Mr.  Walcot,  according  to  the  faid  Agreement^ 
and  if  the  Parties  differ^  they  are  to  attend  the  Attorney  Gfneralt  who  is  to 
fettle  the  Conveyances  between  them ■  -oSo  that  they  were  not  to  attend 
the  Attorney  General  till  the  Petitioners  had  firft  tendered  to  W.  IV. 
their  Infirument  of  Settlement,  and  that  then  they  could  not  agree  j 
which  they  never  did  at  any  time  offer,  nor  any  part  of  their  Pro^ 
fits  to  this  day :  Butinftead  of  makinga^ttlemenr,  or  bringing  any 
Profit,  they  only  tendered  moff  unrealbnablc  Articles  for  him  to 
fign,  the  fame  which  he  had  rejeAcd  before  they  had  their  Patent; 
and  afterwards  they  tendered  thofe  more  enlarged  for  their Intereft, 
and  feveral  new  ones  were  added  to  them,  whereby  he  could  not  but 
have  been  inevitably  ruined,  if  they  could  have  inviegled  him  to 
have  fubferibed  them,for  thereby  he  had  made  himfelf  many  Thoufand 
of  Pounds  worfethan  nothing  ;  but  he  never  fubferibed  to  thofe,  or 
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to  anv  Articles  of  theirs,  as  hath  been  already  laid  5  the  R^ifal  of  a

been  wholly  expofed  to  their  Arbitrement  and  Mercy  .Another  Article 
is  this-“' — ^-Item,  Jhe  faid  William  Walcot  doth  Covenant  to  and 
with  the  fiaid  Patentees  and  every  of  them,  that  be  the  William  Wal¬ 
cot  his  Executors  and  AdmmHrators  fhall  advance  and  pay  in  one  full 
fixth  fart  of  all  fuch  Charges,  Disburfements,  and  Expences,  as  have 
been  already,  or  hereafter  fhall  he  laid  out,  or  expended  in  or  about  the 
Premifes,  before 'and  until  fuff  dent  Ao,  in  by  the  Art  and  Mifery  to  de- 
fray  the^ Charges  of  the  fame.  Under  this  Head,  he  would  have  iin- 
derflood,  and  comprized  fo  many  Editions  of  his  Books,  that  he 
fent  over  the  World  to  obftrud  W  W.  his  Proceedings ;  and  to 
make  a  City  Feall,  and  fuch  like.  This  was  the  ufe  they  would 
have  made  of  His  Ma jelly  s  Order. 

'SSJhzn'hAr.  Fitz-  Gerald,  and  his  Partners  had  found  that  w,  jr.  had 
upon  the  Demonflrations  of  his  Art,  obtained.  Letters  Patents  from 
the  States  General,  and  other  from  the  States  of  Holland,  wheieby 
their  Services  were  rejebled,  and  themfelves  excluded  ;  And  when 
I  Pv,  W.  was  in  Holland,  they  made  this  further  Propolal.

any  agreement,  and  thereby  aUb  they  ftiewed,  they  did  abfolutely 
Contemn  and  Rejedf  His  Majefties  Order  in  Ccunfel,  wdiich  had 
enjoyned  them  to  be  concerned  with  that  VFalcot  in  their  making 
their  Inirmnent  of  Settlement  upon  him,  the  Order  having  been 
granted  them  and  declared  to  be  on  that  very  Condition;  .See  the  words 
of  the  Order  before  recited  page  i  which  it  was  manifeft  hereby  that 
they  were  refolved  not  to  Obferve.And  in  the  fame  Writing,they  gave 
an  unwarrantable  Account  of  the  Proceedings  of  die  Counfel  in  this 

Affair,  and  acculed  VF,  FF.  as  a  Criminal  in  thefe  Words, - — 

Siine  Majefie  Fan  Gr.  Brit  a.  door  befiuijt  van  Siien  Rebl  van  (laden  de 
brieuven  van  Otlroy  aen  voorn  FFalcot  geaccordeert  heeft  ingetrocke?} 
ende  te  ?iiet  Gedaen,  om  dat  hij  Strijdiek  was  ttgons  de  FFetten  van  En» 
geland  ende  tegens  de  Goede  Zeeden ; ' -  His  Majefty  of  great  Bri¬ 
tain  with  the  Advice  of  his  Privy  Counfel,  hath  nullified  and  drawn 
in  the  Letters  Patents  granted  to  the  (aid  FFalcot,  becaule  he  was 
Refra<ftory  to  the  Laws  of  England,  and  againft  Civil  Policy.  — — '  - 
And  likewife,  many  groundlefs  Allei  tions,  they  would  have  fuggeft- 
ed  therein,  to  magnifie  themfelves  and  their  own  skill,  and  to  de- 
tra<5t  from  him  and  his  Art,  which  they  could  not  juftifie,  the  matter 
being  extreamly  mifreprefented,  as  may  appear  by  this  foregoing 
Difeourfe,  wherein  thole  are  fufficiendy  dilproved* 

29  Mr.F/fsi  G.andhis  Partners  brought  their  Bill  into  Parliament  in 
the  Year  ibSj’.  to  the  end  that  FF.  FF,  might  be  Excluded  in  Eng¬ 
land,  and  that  when  the  lecrets  of  his  Ait  Ihouldbe  dilcovered  in 
Holland,  where  he  then  was,  they  might  be  Cure  to  grafp  the  advan¬ 
tages  thereof.  To  defend  his  Right  therefore  he  was  forced  to  come 
abruptly  out  of  Holland,  and  could  not  return  thither  fince  to  the 
Publick  Exercife  of  his  Arc. 

3  o  it  leems  notiinreafonable,that  he  that  hazarded  his  Time,Charg0 
and  l.abour  to  Invent  an  Art  lb  Beneficial  to  Mankind,  by  denying 
himfelf  the  gain  that  might  have  arifen  from  his  other  Studies,  and 
through  obtervance  of  His  Majefties  cfpecial  Command,  wholly 
applyed  himfelf  to  the  advancing  and  bringing  it  by  infinite  of  Ex¬ 
periments  to  Rules  of  a  perfect  Art,  accomplilhed  at  his  own  con- 
ftanc  and  grievous  Expsnees,  and  had  aifo  given  to  H's  Majefty  un¬ 
doubted  Evidence  of  the  Pvcality  thereof,  fhoulJ  have  at  length 
reaped  fuitable  Benefit ;  but  it  feems  very  unreafbnablc,  that  othe-s 
fhould  prellime  to  fupplant  him  after  all  this  was  done,  to  fnatch 
from  him,  and  grafp  all  the  advantages  to  tltemfelves  j  when  they 
ought  rather  to  have  endeavoured  him  what  fadsftbtion  they  could  for

the  infinite  injiiry  they  had  done  him,  though  to  have  made  Mm  fiifl: 
Kccompence  had  been  utterly  impoffible,  who  at  laft,  in  labouring 
to  caufe  his  Bill  to  be  flopped,  would  maintain  andjuftilie  all  their 
former  Wrong  by  doing  Greater. 

It  Teems  not  at  all  unreafbnable  that  thoTe  that  have  thus  Icn^ 
obltniaed  the  rrue  Inventor  in  the  Exercife  of  his  Art,  and  there¬ 
in  the  PublicK  Benefit  fiiould  be  now  ordered  to  Geafe. 

31  Mr.  E/>t.'G.and  his  Partners  had  contrived  delaies  all  they  could 
as  IS  beiore  mentioned  to  the  Eloule  of  Commons,  and  fo  now  they 
do  to  the  Houle  of  Lords.  They  were  always  ready  to  attend  till 
the  time  came  that  they  were  called  for,  but  then  were  gone  afide 
and  negieded  it,  loyrering  till  they  might  have  Summons  given^ 
on  pretence  that  they  fiiou Id  not  be  furprized,  whereas  their  Petition 
was  committed  with  the  Bill  by  the  Commons,  as  hath  been  faid, 
and  they  were  well  aware  the  B'il  was  paffed,  and  could  not  but 
know  that  the  Bill  was  lent  to  the  Lords.  However,  the  Committee  of 
the  Lords  Deferred  their  Proceedings  till  they  migh.t  have  Summons 
given  them;  yet  would  not  Mr.  ivrss-G.  fubmit  to  what  the  Com- 
mitte  had  done,  when  they  had  palTed  the  Bill,  but  Petitioned 
prefenrly  to  the  Houle  of  Lords,  Humbly  complaining  for  want  as 
they  pretended  of  due  Summons  { though  they  were  given  them 
the  day  before)  that  the  Bill  might  be  Recommitred  which  was  grai> 
tod,  and  leave  was  given  by  the  Committe  to  bring  in  a  Vrovtfo 
next  Morning ;  which  the  Lords  met  on  purpole  (  wlrere  V!^,  VF. 
attended  by  Order  J  to  lee  what  it  was.  But  Mr.  Fitz-G.  cams 
without  bringing  in  any  Provifo^  but  inftead  thereof  olFered  to  their 
Lordlhips  a  PiopoTal  in  Writing,  that  Mr.  Fuz.  G.  would  allow  to 
Mr.  WalcQt  a  fixth  Part  of  the  Profits  arifingby  the  Pradice,  &c. 
which  could  be  no  other  than  giving  him  the  fixth  Parr  arifing  by 
the  Practice  of  his  own  Art,  which  by  their  Contrivance  is  nothing 
whillf  they  hinder  his  Working ;  and  then  he  would  have  impofed 
this,  wliicji  their  Lordiliips  would  net  meddfe  with. 

But  what  Confidence  can  VF,  FF.  put  in  thofe  Perfons  whofe 
Dealings  from  time  to  time  he  hath  had  this  Experience  of;  his  heark- 
ning  anew  to  any  Propofal  from  them,  may  be  ill  refentetTby  all  thofe, 
who  upon  his  Demonlfrations  made,  had  owned  his  Caiife  and  af- 
lerted  his  Intereft .  And  by  thofe  who  had  known  the  extent  of  his 
Adveilariesskill,  and  what  their  Right  is,  and  had  rejeaed  both  to 
accept  of  his;  and  Ihould  draw  upon  his  Art  the  Cenfures  of  all  the 
Errors  and  mifearriages  they  have  run  into  by  their  Inadvertency, 
and  want  of  Skill ;  arid  fliould  by  fuch  an  interpofition  Eclips  the 
Honour  his  Art  hath  juftly  gained,  and  truft  himlelf  to  the  Fortune 
of  theirs.  And  what  Propofals  can  be  hearkened  unto,  or  Agree¬ 
ment  can  poffibly  be  made  with  them,  who  took  no  care  to  oblbve 
Kjng  Charles  his  Order  in  Counfcl,  which  was  made  fo  much  to 
their  Advantage  ;  But  inftead  of  the  Ufes  His  Majefty  intended, 
inverted  it  to  other  .ends  to  chruft  him  out  of  all,  iniomuch  as  a  fixth 
pai t  of  the  clear  profits  that  Llis  Majefty  Ordered  long  lince  in  1^85. 
they  would  not  vouchlafe  to  iktleupon  him  in  lb  many  Years;  but 
FF.  FF.  hath  great  Rea  Ton  to  believe  by  the  Account  the  Patentees 
themlelves,  and  others  have  given,  that  they  have  received  from 
Ibme  few  PerTons  Tuch  large  Sums  for  Shares,  that  long  ago  not  a 
fixth  part  of  the  whole  Gain,  according  to  their  own  Divifion  and 
Valuation  of  it  hath  been  left  iindlTpoTed  of,  they  having  dealt  with 
many  ;  AH  perhaps  made  away  by  their  dividing  the  future  profits 
which  might  have  been  railed  by  a  Man  of  skill  into  Shares,  and 
Selling  them ;  though  they  had  in  Truth  not  any  thing  themfelves

to  difpofe  of,  having  neither  Right  to  the  B,  nefit  ( as  is  proved  ) 
nor  Ability  in  pcinc  of  skill  to  performthe  Work,  whence  the  pro¬ 
fits  OioLikl  arifc  as  by  the  Event  doth  appear.  Whereh)!  e  by  their 
Dealing  it  is  plain,  that  they  had  never  any  intention  ofobierving 
any  Agreement  with  rr.  but  defigned  to  involve  him  m  per¬ 
petual  Delaies  and  infinite  Dhappointments,  and  by  their  trifling 
pretences  always  to  take  advantage,  and  at  length  to  draw  him  into 
thole  deftrudtive  Articles  they  had  propoled. 

And  ie  is  not  now  to  be  expected,  neither  is  it  poflible  that  ever 
any  Agreement  of  Partnerlhip  can  be  made  with  them,  unlefs 
Ihould  prolfitute  himfelfand  his  Art  to  the  Mercy  of  their 
Debts  and  Humour,  by  expofing  his  Art  to  be  liable  to  pay  all  tJrofe 
Shares  which  they  have  for  great  Sums  of  Money  long  ago  fold,  and 
fatally  charged  upon  the  Fund  of  their  own  Skill.  Thole  (hares  they 
can  never  acquit  themfelves  of,  except  they  can  transfer  them  upon 
him  ;  fo  that  his  agreeing  with  them  were  no  lels  than  agreeing  that 
all  Ihould  befweptaway  from  him,  befides  himlelf  be  irrecoverably 
ruined  by  their  Debts  and  Impofitions.  And  it  were  very  vain  to 
imagine  that  KK.  VF.  fhould  negled  to  difeharge  his  Obligations  to 
thole  that  have  kindly  allifted  him,  and  at  the  fame  time  plunge  him- 
Idf  under  the  Burthen  of  thofe  Perfons  Debts  that  have  cruelly  op- 
poied  him.  That  he  Ihould  allot  out  of  Ins  own  Art  thole  lhares  that 
his  Adverfaries  have  been  paid  for,  or  (liould  undertake  to  repay 
thofe  Sums  of  Money  his  Adverfaries  have  received  for  themfelves, 
and  thole  which  perhaps  by  due,  ought  to  have  been  his,  but  were 
contrarily  emploied  to  caiife  his  Expence  and  to  force  his  Ruinc. 
And  it  were  as  vain  to  imagine  he  ihould  pay  for  their  being  intru¬ 
ded  in  cl;e  Art  they  never  knew,  but  only  pretended  to,  that  there¬ 
by  they  might  UfurphisRight  who  was  the  true  Mafter  of  it.  Where¬ 
fore  Mr.  Btz,  Gerald  hath  no  Reafon  to  delude  himfelf,  or  to  trifle 
VF»  FF.  with  fuch  Phanrafies. 

So  that  upon  the  wdiole  matter,  it  is  plainly  Evident,  that  Mr. 
FitzGerald  and  his  Partners  cannot  have  any  pretence  to  exped 
FF.  FF.  ihould  any  way  comply  with  them  in  this  Affair,  nor  to  ob- 

Iftriid  the  paffing  of  his  Bill  by  realbn. 

That  FF.  W.  had  obtained  Letters  Patents  fblely  fo  himfelf  ma¬ 
ny  Years  before  they  had  any  Patent. 

I  That  W.  FF.  pei  formed  on  his  part  whatever  he  had  agreed  to, 
and  that  though  he  agreed  that  Articles  ihould  be  offered, which  (he 
having  allowed  them  therein  thofe  Advantages  they  had  infiited  up¬ 
on  )  were  tendered  accordingly  ;  yet  he  never  entred  into  Ai  tides  of 
Agreement,  fuch  being  rejeded  j  fo  that  he  never  gave  up  h;s  right 
to  them,  as  they  had  pretended. 

That  U'.  JV.  the  Inventor  hath  given  evident  Demonftracions, 
and  had  the  Greateff  Tefiimonj  to  bear  him  Witnefs,  that  he  can 
certainly  perform  the  true  Art;  But,  by  what  Mr.F//^:,  G.andhis  Part 
ners  have  done,  they  have  ihewn  they  have  not  attained  the  know* 
ledge,  but  are  ignorant  of  it. 

That  their  Patent  was  obtained  by  wrong,  and  was  wrongfully 
continued  ever  fince. 

That  they  can  take  no  benefit  of  the  Order  of  Counfel,  by  reafon 
they  never  performed  the  neceffary  condition  therein  Required.  And 
the  King  was  deceived  in  his  Grant  by  their  mifreprelenting  the 
matter,  neitlier  were  they  permitted  by  the  order  to  enjoy  their  Pa¬ 
tent,  or  to  pradieg  their  Art,  except  they  had  firfl:  made  their  In- 
(IrumeKt  of  fettlemenc  upon  IF.  If.  which  they  never  tendered.

2  2,  Whether  W.IV.  his  Patent  was  expired  as  to  the  ttms,  is  no-* 
thing  at  all  to  thepurpofe.  fince  by  Mr,  FitzG.and  his  Partners,  it 
had  been  obib'ii(5ted,  and  by  their  means  ordered  to  be  vacated  :  for 
the  Prayer  odF",  VF ,  his  Petition  to  the  Houle  of  Gommons,  and  the 
intent  of  the  Bill  was.  That  Wh  W.  might  be  rejbend  to  his  Rights  (viz, 
reftored  by  having  an  Adof  Parliament,  not  by  having  his  Old  Pa¬ 
tent  in  Force  again  And  have  his  Term  which  hath  been  tnterruped^ 
renewed^  and  enlarged ;  wherefore  his  Bill  was  to  renew  his  Term,^ 
as  well  as  to  enlarge  it  j  becaufe  of  their  getting  a  Patent  to  them-

Frefh,  and  Wholefome  for  the  Service  and  Support  of  all  Men,  by  great

Fitz-Gerald,  with  his  Adherents,  could  in  all  things  Out-do,  _  and  better 
Manage  and  Woik  the  Petitioners  Invention  than  the  Petitioner,  they 
might  then  obtain  a  Free  Grant  ;  and  the  Petitioner,  notwithftanding 
the  Great  Charges  he  hath  been  at,  would  be  content  to  depart  without 
Speaking  of  a  Conjundion,  or  Asking  a  Grant.  And  forafmnch  as  it 
did  very  Clearly  Appear  to  their  High  and  Mightinelfes ,  and  to  di¬
